Sales of war saving stamps 
by Upland postoffice are shown 
to have zoomed upward in a 
most encouraging manner dur- 
ing the past year, according to 
the annual report of fiscal busi- 
ness made public this week by 
Postmaster Orton P. Brady. 

An all-time high for sale of 
war savings stamps was record- 
ed on July 1-2 last week, with 
the sale of $827.50 worth of 
stamps. Sales for these two 
days were more than twice the 
entire antount of the stamps 
gold during June 1941. 

When stamps were still “de- 
fense stamps, only $325.24 
worth were sold a year ago in 
June, while war savings stamps 
sold during June this year ran 
up the amazing total of $6,207. 
This is an increase of almost 
2,000 per cent!

City Manager’s Duties 
ORDINANCE NO. 330° 








An Ordinance Establishing the 
Office of City Manager of the 
City of Upland, and Defining the 
Powers and Duties of the Man- 


ager. 





The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. (a) The office of 
City Manager for the City of Up- 
land is hereby established. The 
City Manager shall be appointed 
by the City Council solely on the 
basis “of his executive and admin- 
istrative qualifications, and shall 
hold office during the pleasure of 
the City Council. No person elect- 
ed to membership on the City 
Council shall, subsequent to such 
election, be eligible for appoint- 
ment as City Manager until one 
year has elapsed following the ex- 
piration of the last term for which 
he was elected. 

(b) In case of his intended re- 
moval by the Council, the Man- 
ager shall be furnished with a 
written notice stating the Coun- 
cil’s intention to remove him and 


days before the effective date of 
his removal. Within seven days 
after the delivery to him of such 
notice, the Manager may by writ- 
ten notification to the City Clerk, 
request a public hearing before 
the Council. Thereafter the Coun- 
cil shall fix a time for the public 
hearing, which shall be held at its 
usual place of meeting before the 
expiration of said thirty day per- 
iod, and at which the City Man- 
ager shall appear and be heard@. 
After furnishing the City Man- 
ager with written notice of inten- 
tion to remove, the Council may 
suspend him from duty but his 
salary shall continue until his re- 
moval by resolution of the Coun- 
cil passed subsequent to the pub- 
lic hearing. The Council in re- 
moving the Manager shall use its 
uncontrolled discretion and its ac- 
tion shall be final, and shall mot 
depend upon any particular show- 
ing or degree of proof at the hear- 
ing, the purpose of which is to al- 
low the Manager publicly to pre- 


opposition to removal prior to its 
action. 

SECTION 2. The City Manager 
shall be the administrative head of 
the City Government under the 
direction and control of the Coun- 
cil. He shall be responsible to the 
City Council for the efficient ad- 
ministration of all the affairs of 
the City which are under his con- 
trol. In addition to the City Man- 
ager’s general powers as admin- 
istrative head, and not as a limi- 
tation thereon, it shall be his duty 
and he shall have power: 

1. To see that all laws and or- 
dinances are duly enforced. 

2. To employ, discipline or re- 
move all heads of departments 
and all subordinate officers and 
employees of the City, to transfer 
employees from one department to 
another; and to consolidate or 
combine offices, positions, depart- 
ments, or units under his juris- 
diction with the approval of the 
City Council in each _ instance. 
Nothing herein contained shall ap- 
ply, however, to the City Clerk, 
the City, Attorney or the City 
Treasurer.
